A prize of rwenty dollars In gold, 
known as the "Bennett Prise." will be 
awarded next May, to the student of 
the University submitting the 
say on "The Origin and Devi 
of Parliamentary Government," or 
"The Essential Conditions for the 
i erperuiiy or nepuDiiran innxuuiioiiH. 
The rule* governing the award are: 
L The essay shall consist of not 

5.000. 

2. Authorities quoted must be ctt- 
>d by name and page, 

3. Not more than one-tenth of the 
matter shall consist of quotation or 
paraphrase. 

4. It must be written In triplicate, 

that is, three copies. 
, 5. It must be handed in for exam- 
I ination not later than April 1st. 

6. The essay will be graded by a 
committee on a scale one hundred, 
and no essay falling below eighty will 
be considered eligible for competition. 

This prize was made possible by the 
late Mr. Phllo Bennett, of 
who at his death, gave to 
nings Bryan $10,000 to be divided into 
twenty-five equal parts, one part to 
be given to each of twenty-five States 
to be selected by him, the income from 
which should be awarded as a prize 
for the best essay on one of the sub- 
jects indicated above.

The little Fayette County fotoball 
warrior has been one of the sensations 
of the 1915 Wildcat season. First at- 
tention was attraced to him when he 
played a spectacular defensive game 
against Mississippi A. & M. When 
"Doc" Rodes, clever quarterback and 
fleet-footed open field runner was in- 
jured In the Sewanee game, Kinne 
was switched from end to quarter and 
performed with much class until 
Rodes was able to go back in the Pur- 
due game. 

In the game against the University 
of Louisville Kinne made two long 
open field runs, one for eighty yards 
and one for forty-five yards, both re- 
sulting in touchdowns and both made 
from scrimmage.
